WORK OF FINNISH WOMEN’S 
ORGANISATIONS. 


In a pamphiet, entitled “The Position of 
Women in Finland,’ Mrs, Ilmi Halsten, one 
of the principal anisers of (General 
Mannerheim’s Leaj r Child Welfare in 
Finland, deals with the Finnish women’s 
struggle for recognition in public life and a 
voice in the government of the country. 

Their women's movement dates hack as far 
as 1844, when Sara Waeklia, Finland's first 
woman author, devoted her gifts to show ing 
ve! need for Ea better education of women ; 
and it was not for many years after this—in 
1863—that the Diet granted women of property 
communal votes. However, the final step of 
granting universal and equal votes to men and 
women was taken in 1906, after a comparatively 
short fight on the part of several powerful 
womens associations. This is attributed to 
the fact that new ideals usually find a more 
favourable soil in young countries, unhampered 
by ancient traditions, and also because the 
campaign was backed by many men of liberal 


views. 
Neatly all women’s organisations in Finland, 
it is stated, work in one way or another for 
the care of children, and their influence in 
achieving improvements in the schdol and 
wider scope in training Or the young was 
ry marked long before they had gained any 


real political power.

The 
French missioner was the best coloniser 
sessed by old Imperial. France. The’ 
rivalry of the French and lish Govern- 
ments became acute in Nova Scotia, which 
ad been restored to France afteg the 
reaty of 1749...A number of emigrants 
sent thither by Cumberland were regarded 
by the French as a menace to their posi- 
tion. The famous Abbé Le Loutre suc- 
cessfully drew away many of the natives of 
Nova Scotia to French Panels. partly by 
urging the Indians to acts of savagery, 
hed “incense by withholding religious 
ministrations. Cumberland was, like most 
men of his time, sure that the futuro of 
America would be contested between 
France and his ow. country, and pleaded 
that regiments upon the Irish establish- 
ment should be dispatched thither to be 
‘** compleated ' in America. 

The execution of Admiral Byng was 
demanded by the mob, and popular judg- 
ment declared him guilty long before his 
trial had begun. Cumberland favoured 
mercy, but the King flatly refused to con- 
vene a Cabinet 1.eeting to reconsider the 
sentence. The army of that day was 
largely mercenary; Hessians and Hano- 
verians from His Majesty's German domi- 
nions were broyght over in force to fight 
overseas. Brutal cruelties were used to 
ensure discipline among the troops. The 
men raised among the native Americans 
a r to have n drunken and dis- 
orderly and of little use as a milita 
adjunct. The King hated Cumberland, 
his son, and during the Seven Years’ War 
the populace more than once exhibited its 
temper when the. authorities’ songht to 
enforce the Militia Act. The popular cry 
was that “ the gentlemen just keep poor 
men alive to fight for them.” 

Lord Newcastle was in the habit of 
sending presents to La Pompadour, and 
there were promises of ‘spotted deer, 
antilopes and pheasants,’’ to secure the 
interest of the fair, but frail, who could 
at that time so influence French foreign 

licy. This century always seems con- 
used to those who know England as a 
strong Power, completely detached from 
foreign influence, intensely national. It 
was, of course, the century of the 
Hanoverian Kings. Among the many 
activities of this King’s son was the breed- 
ing of Eclipse, that incomparable race- 
horse. The Duke also revived Ascot and 
founded the Jockey Club.

THE RELIGION OF TO-MORROW. 

In a contribution to the Aflanfic 
Monthly, in 1923, Doctor H. H. Powers 
tried to answer the question—What has 
Christianity to say about war? His dis- 
cussion of this question led him to an 
examination of the attitude of Jesus 
towards other moral issues, such as 
adultery and the possession of property. 
He arrived at the conclusion that the 
precepts of Jesus are not in Many casés 
of universal application, and are not in, 
fact applied by any body of Christians. 
From this he advanced to the position 
that ‘‘ the vital beliefs of Christians, as 
of men of all religions, are simply formula- 
tions of their social experiences. These 
beliefs are, so far as possible, stated in the 
words of the Founder, or early worthies ol 
the faith, but with a freedom of selection, 
&rrangement, and interpretation whieh 
permits of any degree of divergence from 
the original teaching of these persons. 

Constant revision of the original teach- 
ing 18 necessary to meet changing condi- 
tions, and such revision is, in fact, going’ 
on ceaselessly. But—and this is. Dr. 

owers’s most original contribution to the 
subject of our beliefs—wise men will not 
break violently with the past, or throw 
overboard our creeds. ‘‘ We must revise, 
even reverse, the teachings of Jesus; yet 
we crave His countenance in so doing, and 
cherish the consciousness, of unbroken 
loyalty.’’ 

Such, summarily, is Dr. Powers’s posi- 
tion. His article drew from Mr. William 
Archer a letter criticising the attempt to 
defend “ the undogmatic Christianity of 
the present day, and repudiating the 
claim of Christianity to a super-natural 
origin. It is a clever and pungent piece 
of criticism. To it Dr. Powers replied ; 
there followed a second letter from Mr. 
Archer, and the correspondence ceased 
with his death. The letters—and the 
original article—are now published by the 
wish of Mr. Archer's friends. Dr. 
Powers’s presentation of modern undog- 
matic Christianity will not be acceptable 
to orthodox Christians, any more than to 
thorough-goi rationalists like Mr. 
Archer. It places Christianity among the 
“ethnic ”. religions—higher, no doubt, 
than any of them, yet essentially one of 
them, a product of man’s own striving 
after the solution of ths problems of life. 
Mr. Archer appears to have the best of the 
argument, but it is a best that leaves us 
“without God and without hope.” He 
admits man's urgent need of a religion, 
but it must be a religion of knowledge and 
réality—a religion strictly scientific and 
free from all traces of the supernatural 
and mythological. Whence such a religion 
was to come, and whether it should express 
itself in some form of collective worship, 
Mr. Archer frankly coniessed that he did 
not know. SA

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A DIPLOMAT'S STORIES. 

Sir Thomas Comyn Platt has spent 
several years in the diplomatic service, 
having been stationed most of the time in 
the Near Eust. His book consists of a 
series of letters from the different localities 
in which he was serving. He states in a 
preface that, when writing, he had no 
notion that his efforts would appear in 
print. They are well worthy of publica- 
tion as a book on men and things, full 
of philosophical reflections charmingly 
expressed. Like most of those who spend 
many years in the East, Sir Thomas has 
come to have much sympathy with the 
Eastern outlook. ‘‘ Effendi,’ said an 
Albanian chief once to him, “ how inte- 
resting you must find % to be travelling in 
a yong: | where and self-interest 
are not the only that count.’’ He 
holds no particular “rief for the Arme- 
nians, who trade somewhat aggressively on 
their religion. They outwit the Turks 
almost at every turn, and, if left to them- 
selves, would come in time to dominate 
the entire Ottoman kingdom. 

Sir Thomas is one of the few Europeans 
who can boast of having seen the Persian 
festival of Muharrem, held to commemo- 
rate the murder of Hassan and Hussein, 
sons of Ali, relations of the Prophet.

as the retting of flax, the tanning of 
leather, the fermenting of beer and in 
butter and cheese making. Bacteria in- 
habit harmlessly various parts of the 
human body, as the mouth and intestines. 
On the other hand, bacteria—or their 
toxins—are accountable for most human 
and animal diseases. So minute are those 
organisms that magnifications of 1,000 are 
necessary for their observation, and there 
are some that are ultra-microscopic. They 
multiply with extreme rapidity in 
“cultures ' and in guitable ‘‘ hosts.”’ 
Bacteria are living creatures, and repro- 
duce by fission, in this differing from all 
other animals. 

Bacteria are generally of well-defined 
form, and are named accordingly. When 
the form is rod-like the organism is called 
a bacillus; when it is spherical it is a 
coccus; when it 1s curved it is a spirilla; 
when it is branching it is called strepto- 
thrix. Cocci adhering in clusters are 
called staphylococci; adhering in chains 
they are streptococci. Among the various 
products manufactured by bacteria, the 
most important are ferments and toxins. 
Toxins are probably secretions from the 
bodies of the organisms. They are re- 
markable by reason of the minute 
quantities which produce poisonous effects. 
In this they resemble alkaloid poisons, but 
they differ from all other poisons in their 
property of stimulating the production of 
anti-toxins when introduced in living’ 
animals—a property of extreme importance 
to medical science. . 

Some bacterial infections are common to 
both man and animals, and of these tuber- 
culosis is the most prevalent in our 
country. Tubercle bacilli are found in 
cattle und in man, but bovine tubercle 
bacilli differ in a number of characters 
from human. On the question whether 
animal tuberculosis can cause human 
tuberculosis Professor Browning is non- 
commital. A change to the human type 
in other diseases of bacterial origin that 
may attack animals and man are plague, 
Malta fever, anthrax and  glanders. 
Bacterial infections are common also in 
plants. Fruit trees, wheat, bulbs, 
potatoes are all exposed to infection. 

Parallel with the study of infections has 
gone the study of the means of protection 
and cure, and now immunity against many 
diseases such as anthrex, hydrophobia, 
small-pox, typhoid fever, may be secured 
by vaccines. Anti-serum has vastly re- 
duced the mortality in cases of diphtheria 
ahd tetanus. In the late war there ‘were 
2,500 cases of tetanus and 550 deaths in 
the British Atmy. But for the use of anti- 
tetanic serum the number of cases would 
have been 25,000, and the deaths 20,000, 
a to the estimate of Sir David 
Bruce. This great saving of human life 
in the war is one instance out of many of | 
the benefits to mankind of the work of 
bacteriologists. In the case of tuberculosis 
it is highly doubtful, says Professor 
Browning, if immunity or eradication of! 
the disease can be attained by means of a 
vaccine; but some day, doubtless, a cure 
will be found for this disease and for 
cancer. The success already attained in 
the cure of other obstinate and deadly 
diseases gives promise of further advance. 
It is a success which sometimes coats the 
lives of the investigators exposed to the! 
risk of infection. Yet, their work goes on 
in the laboratories of Europe and America 
and the East. Is it too much to expect 
that the time will come when, through 
their labours, disease will, to a latge 
extent, be banished from the earth?

CHINESE TALES. 

Fiction is little read by the upper or 
educated classes in China: the very word 
in Chinese for novel—‘‘small talk ’’— 
rules it out of the bounds of literature. 
Yet the Chinese are voracious readers, and 
such fiction as exists is read widely by 
the masses. These old stories—written by 
the Chinese contemporaries of Shakes- 
peare——are still so popular that they may 
serve as some sort of index to Chinese 
psychology ; for we still gauge race by the 
masses rather than by the cultured 
example, The West has been so very slow 
to recognise the feeling and eclectic canons 
that govern Eastern art that even these. 
fantastic stories will be helpful to ther 
better understanding. 

Almost every sentence betrays some 
evidence of difference of outlook—some 
reference to the rigid ''rules of correct 
behaviour” or some mention of an 
amenity that gives not only a picture of 
Chinese life, but a glimpse of its mentality. 
The wife, who, to her dying husband, offers 
to kill herself that he may realise how 
well she knows the “rules of correct 
behaviour ' ; the great ‘‘ son of talent,’’ of 

rhom '' men said his mind was like gold 
rocade and his words like fine em- 
broidery ”; the little widow who would 
die rather than listen to the marriage- 
brokers, and who worked early and late 
“to make a few cash’? to support her 
little son—we see them all, though the 
hyperbole that describes them is as foreign 
to Western ideas as the code that governs 
their actions. The t of the stories is 
“The Minister, The Lute and the Wood- 
cutter,”’ a story of friendship and virtue, 
where the others are freely cynical. We 
are told that every Chinaman is a poet, 
and that verse is used in prosé something 
after the fashion of the Greek chorus. It 
certainly brings high relief here, even if 
inclining to the ludicrous. The book is 
illustrated by a young native artist from 
Peking in characteristic Chinese style, on 
the assumption that to get a good view of

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BELFAST EXHIBITION OPENED 
BY GOVERNOR. 


The Belfast ¢xhibition of Sir Nevile 
Wilkinson’s ‘‘ Titania’s Palace” was for- 
mally opened at Messrs. Anderson and 
McAuley'’s premises yesterday afternoon by 
the Duke of Abercorn, Governor of Northern 
Ireland, the proceeds to be devoted to 
children’s. hospitals and the National Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children. 

The Governor, who was cordially received, 
said that, as they all knew, that palace had 
been designed by Sir Nevile Wilkinson, the 
Arms. It was a perfect 
model of craftsmanship, and was complete 
in every way. “ It will, I hope,” added his 
Grace, ‘afford interest and amusement to ' 
children of all ages, both old and young— 
(laughter)—for I always think that those of 
us who are of mature age are worth nothing 
unless we have something of the child in 
us.” (Renewed laughter.) 

The Lady Mayoress expressed regret that 
the Lord Mayor was indisposed, and could 
not attend. Sir Nevile, as Ulster King-at- 
Arms, she said, was responsible for the de- 
vising and carrying out of State and other 
ceremonials in this country. His life was a 
busy one, but despite his onerous and exact- 
ing duties, he found time to fashion and 
bring into being that priceless palace, with 
its delicate adornment and fairy-like propor- 
tions. y 

The Karl of Wicklow, on behalf oí Sir 
Nevile Wilkinson. moved a vote of thanks to 
the Lady Mayoress and the Duke Unfor- 
tunately, Sir Nevile was unable to be pre- 
sent, consequent on a breakdown in health 
after his strenuous work in Dublin during 
three weeks. It was absolutely 
necessary for him to go away for a brief 
rest, but he had sent to them a telégram 
wishing the Belfast endeavour every success. 

The palace is to be exhibited in Notting- 
ham at the close of the Belfast visit, and in 
May next embarks upon a world’s tour, the 
first exhibition to be at the Philadelphia 
World's Fair. 
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WICKLOW COUNTY COUNCIL 
TAKES DRASTIC ACTION, 

The Wicklow County Council have passed 
a resolution calling on the rate collectors to 
close collections outstanding forthwith, and 
authorising the Secretary to write on -behalf 
of the Council to the Local Government 
Minister on October 1 next requesting him 
to issue a sealed order removing from office 
any collector whose collection was not-fully 
closed in respect of the half-year ending 
March last and in respect of every. other 
financial year prior to that. 

Two districts were specially exempted; the 
Finance Committee to be consulted by the 
Secretary before reporting to the Minister. 

This action was taken following considera- 
tion of the report of the Auditor, Mr. J. J. 
Healy, for the year ended September 50, 
1924, the resolution being proposed by the 
Chairman (Mr. D. Frame). 

Mr. Healy stated that he had found so 
little improvement in the backward state 
of the rate collection in the county, particu- 
larly in six districts, he thought it necessary 
to interview the cullectors concerned, The 
conviction remained still in his mind that 
the majority of these collectors had not been 
reasonably energetic. He had warned them 
that, unless the collection was in a satisfac- 
tory condition at his next audit, it would 
rest with them to prove they had exhausted 
all legal machinery for the enforcement of 
decrees, failing which he would do whatever 
was ible to see that drastic penalties were 
enforced against the collectors themselves. 

In respect of one area (Blessington) 
approximately £2,500 remained uncollected 
for the years 1920-21 and 1921-22, and the 
Law Agent had assented in an interview to 
immediate action against the defaulters, 

Mr, John Metcalfe complained of the delay 
in collecting the Bless tes, and said 
that many of the receipts te 
show they had paid the rates.

Dr. Dwyer said that the Commissioners 
believed that this expenditure was absolutely 
essential for the well-being of the children at 
Pelletstown. 

For the year April Ist, 1923, to March 
ó1st, 1924, there were 218 admissions, and an 
appalling death-roll of 81. From April ist, 
1924, to March 3lst, 1925, there were 157 
admissions and 56 deaths. 

The children there were growing up under 
debilitating conditions; and when an epidemic 
of measles took place during the year there 
were 58 deaths out of 149 children infected:

SCOTS FISHERMAN DROWNED 
NEAR HOWTH. 


A verdict of ‘“‘accidental death from 
drowning’ was returned at the inquest lust 
night into the death of Alexander Geddes, 
member of the crew of a Scottish drifter, 
who fel! overboard near Howth on the Mth 
inst.

MOTOR CYCLIST KILLED. 


COLLISION WITH A ’BUS IN 
LURGAN. 

Motor car accidents are reported to-day 
from several parts of the country. In one 

e a young motor cyclist, who collided with 
a motor "bus in the town of Lurgan, was 
killed instantly. 

James Cruikshanks, 23, a baker, left his 
home in Belfast on a motor cycle on W 
nesday evening for a run to the Maze and 
overtook a “bus in Longstone street, Lur- 
gan. As the "bus was about to pass an 
approaching lorry Cruikshanks drew out from 
hehind to pass it, but seeing a woman on the 
road he swerved to avoid her. 

It is presumed that the handlebar of his 
machine-strueck the "bus.

DROGHEDA, Thursday. 

The London, Midland and Scottish Reiley 
Company's announcement in June last, that 
it would discontinue its steamship services 
between Drogheda and Liverpool, as from 
October 1 of this year, caused much anxiety 
throughout the area served by the port. _ It 
meant the disappearance of Drogheda as a 
port for the shipment of cattle. 

_A deputation from the Harbour Commis- 
sioners waited on Mr. Bu , General 
Manager of the company, to whom he stated 
that if the service was discontinued the com- 
pany would be prepared to sell their offices 
and lairages to the issioners at a fair 
price. On July 31 Mr. Burgess wrote, saying 
that they could not continue the service, 
which since its acquisition by the old Lan- 
cashire and Yorkshire Railway Company, in 
1902, had never been a source of profit. Every- 
thing possible had been done by the London, 
Midland and Scottish Company to develop the 
traffic, but the loss still continued. 

In reply to that communication the Com- 
missioners forwarded a resolution, asking Mr. 
Bu for the terms on which his company 
would be prepared to sell their quayside pro- 

tty at Drogheda, and to that, as yet, there 

been no reply, beyond an acknowledgment 
of the letter. It seems, therefore, that the 
Lendon, Midland and Scottish service—two 
sailings weekly each way—will stop on 
October ist. 
POSSIBLE NEW SERVICE. 

The next development took place this week, 
when a deputation, representing the Drogheda 
Harbour Commissioners and the Chamber of 
Commerce, waited on Mr. David Barry, 
General Manager of the British and Irish 
Steampacket Company, and asked that his 
company should take over the service when 
it had been abandoned by the London, Mid- 
land and Scottish Company. deputation, 
on their peturn, that Mr. Barry was 
favourably di to undertake the service, 
and to cater for its development, provided that 
satisfactory arrangements could be made for 
the transfer of the property owned here by 
the London, Midland and Scottish Company. 
I learnt to-day that the most essential part 
of this service is the cattle lairages, but it 
was also impressed upon me that if the 
British and Irish Company should decide to 
come to Drogheda, a temporary arrangement 
for the accommodation of cattle for shipment 
could be made, even if the London, Midland 
and Scottish Company retained the lairages. 
In port and commercial circles here there is 
a general belief that the British and Irish 
Company will take up the trade before the 
end of this year. Time will show whether 
their enterprise is justified. 

The announcement of the. stoppage, while 
largely a domestic concern for Drogheda and 
South Louth and North Meath, had to some 
extent a national aspect, for it did not seem 
healthy that an important trade, which has 
been in existence for over half a century, 
should come to a stop at this particular time. 
The impression. conveyed to outsiders, and 
even to many Drogheda people, was that 
Drogheda, as a port, had come to an end. 
It was, therefore, surprising to learn from 
figures that the port of Drogheda is far from 
being a thing of the past, and is, in fact, in 
as flourishing a condition as is to be expected, 
in view of the state of trade during the past 
few years. 

The revenue from port dues in 1924 was 
£5,219, as comfared with £3,122 in 1914. In 
dealing with yévenue it must be borne in mind 
that ár a is the only port on the east 
coast where are charged on net tonnage, 
and not on ‘half the gross tonnage. This 
is an injustice that the Commissioners have 
been trying íor é long time to remedy. In 
tonnage the comparative figures are :—

The local tonnage may be taken as that 
carried by the London, Midland and Scottish 
steamers. Apart from Dublin and Belfast, 
Drogheda has the largest entry of foreign 
tonnage on the East coast, and pig! in 
Ireland. The quay is only four miles from 
the open sea, a at high tides there is a 
channel way of 18 feet of water. An old sea 
captain, who has known the Boyne for close 
on sixty years, says that for purposes of 
navigation the port is fifty per cent, better 
now than he has ever seen it. He remembers 
loading cattle at the bar at the mouth of 
the river, but only last month the steam- 
ship * Erik,” 3,000 tons, came right up to 
the quay with a cargo of raw material from 
North Africa for the Drogheda Chemical 
Manure Co. Since the beginning of the year 
two other ships have discharged just under 
2,000 tons straight into the premises of the 
same company. 

LIVE STOCK. 

As the export of livestock is by far the 
most important part of Drogheda s outgoing 
trade, some figures will be of interest. in 
1903, the first year of the ere | of the 
trade by the Lancashire and Yorkshire Co., 
the exports were 435,009 cattle, 88,896 sheep, 
and 16,726 pigs. These figures steadily de- 
clined until we get the following nest 
data taken from the Government's ofhcia 
returns :'— 


1 28,179 38,562 

The remarkable fall in the export of pigs 
trom almost 17,000 to 1,000 in the 22 years 
is indicative of the decline of the industry 
throughout the country. 

Another list of cattle export returns gives 
the following contrasts :—

The total exports of cattle from all Ire- 
land in 1913 were 1,109,621, and in 1924 
1,078,960, a decrease of about two and a half 
per cent. In none of the intervening years 
did the exports of cattle reach the million 
figure. These figures are decidedly illuminat- 
ing, in view of the fall in exports for the first 
month of 1925. ik 

While cattle constitute the principal ex- 
port trade, the main imports are coal, Indian 
corn, flour, feeding stuffs, bacon, sugar, cotton 
yarn, cement, and the raw materials for 
chemical manures. With the exception of 
the last named, the port business would be 
improved by the introduction of steam driven 
cranes for unloading. The present system of 
discharging by hand tells particularly against 
the coal trade. 

I enquired about the trade of the town 
generally, and was informed that it was hold- 
ing its own as well as that of any provincial 
town in ‘these days of depression. There 
have been no commercial failures among the 
old-established business people, and very few 
among the less experienced. Employment is 
not good; neither is it good in any other 
country town. One business man put it thus: 
“ There is trade to be done here, and you 
will find that Mr. David Barry knows it. 
In Meath and in Louth we have the best 
country in the whole island behind us.”

POLITICS IN THE 
BOARDROOM 


BANNED BY DUBLIN 
COUNTY COUNCIL,

At vesterday's meeting of the Dublin 
County Couneil, At which Mr. William 
McCabe presided, a resolution was carried 
by a majority vote banning political dis- 
cussions at meetings of the Council. The 
resolution was vigorously opposed by some 
of the Councillors. 


THE RESOLUTION. 


- 


POLITICAL SPEECHES NOT 
NECESSARY. 

Mr. T. O’Connor, in accordance with notice, 
moved—‘‘ That no matter of a political or 
sectarian nature be introduced or discussed at 
any meeting of the Council.” He said that 
this resolution did not require much explana- 
tion. There was a Council there at present 
of representative men—a good many men with 
a good stake in the County Dublin. These 
men came there to do the business of the 
Council. There were outside matters brought 
in of a political nature very often. Politics 
might have been necessary up to & certain 
point, and he had taken a part in political 
discussions himself, but that was before the 
Irish people had a Government of their own. 
They had a Government of their own now. 
and the people’s choice was shown recently, 
and he thought that the country at large was 
heartily sick of these discussions. In any case, 
they were sent there to do the business of the 
ratepayers. 

Mr. J. J. Shiel, in seconding the resolution, 
pointed out that at the last meeting they 
were kept there until seven o clock, Many of 
the people who indulged in these discussions 
did not waste their own time during their own 
business hours. He sincerely hoped that if the 
resolution passed it would be rigorously en- 
forced by the Chairman. 

STORMY DISCUSSION. 

Mr, P. Caffrey said that the question of no 
politics was a dishonest one, and the reference 
to sectarian matters was an outrage. People 
were elected on certain tickets, and now they 
were turning their backs on them, just as 
certain people in Rathmines cael their 
backs on the Republicans and on the Belfast 
boycott. 

. O'Connor—Yon are a liar. 

Mr. Caffrey—I am not. 

Mr. O'Connor said that he agreed that 
sectarian matters were never discussed by the 
Council. 

Mr. P. Belton appealed to the proposer and 
seconder of the resolution to withdraw it. He 
said that there was no need for it, because if 
this thing was allowed they would only have a 
He alleged that he was 
about the only candidate who was elected on 
a non-political ticket 

This remark was greeted with a storm of 
protest, several members standing up and 
stating that they were elected independent of 
politics. 

Mr. Belton repeated his statements, which 
were again vigorously repudiated. 

Mr. ®elton—The very proposer of this 
motion is the man who summoned the caucus 
meeting to decide who was to be put in the 
chair. 

Mr. O'Connor—That was after the election, 

Mr. Belton—At that caucus meeting it was 
said —— ' 

Chairman—This is not in order. 

Mr. Belton—No, because you do not want 
the truth. : 

A Member—On a point of order, Mr. Chair. 
man, the speaker attended the caucus meeting 
himself. (Laughter.) 

Chairman—I rule Mr. Belton out of order. 

Mr. Belton—Is this a political meeting? 
Those who run can read. The majority of the 
meeting are in favour of this, but wheh it 
was the kind of politics that they themselves 
held they did not rule out polities; and they 
put you in the chair, Mr. Chairman, on a 
political ticket. You are a very good Chair- 
man, and I have no fault to find with you; 
but you were placed there on a political 
tikcet. 

Mr. Flanagan—You had a good shot at it 
vourself. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Belton—And the time will come when 
I will make a better shot at it, and for 
bigger game, when some of the scruff that 
MS now ruling us will ,be cast into the dust 
in. 

“NO FREEDOM.” 

Mr. J. P. McCabe said that there was no 
more freedom here than there was in Russia. 
There was a ‘Treason Act passed now, and 
if persons made a political speech referring 
to the Executive Council or Tim Healy, or 
criticised them, they were liable to be put in 
jail or to be shot. 

Mr. O'Connor’ withdrew the word 
‘sectarian ’’ from the resolution. 

Mr. Caffrey. said that if the resolution 
passed he would not attend the Counwil for 
six months. 

On a poll, the resolution was passed by 
fourteen votes to six. i 

Mr. Caffrey—All I have to say is that I 
am resigning from this Council for six 
months. 

Mr. Caffrey then left the room. 
THE ROADS STAFF. 

Mr. J. J. Sheil proposed a resolation that 
unmarried men should not be employed on 
‘the County Council road staff while married 
men with families, or men who were the sole 
support of households, were available, and 
that in no circumstances should two mem- 
bers of the same household be employed, 
while other suitable men were unemployed. 
He said that in his district last winter 
young men, living with their parents, were 
employed on the roads, while married men, 
with families of from six to twelve, were 
unemployed, and their children starving. 
Colonel Hely Hutchinson seconded, 
Mr. Belton said that he heard of a case 
where two gangers were employed on the 
roads, while their father, who had the old 
age pension, was also working on the road: 
It was decided to postpone the matter for 
a fortnight, to ascertain from the County 
Surveyor how many men would be affected 
by the proposal. 

SURVEYORS’ EXPENSES. 
The Assistant Survevors—Messrs. C. P. 
Clancy, P. H. Hurse and T. F. McMahon— 
were allowed travelling expenses at the rate 
of sixpence a mile for cars over 10 b.p. 
Mr. J; P. McCabe said that he favoured 
giving the meray Surveyors reasonable 
salaries, and let them pay their own ex- 
penses.

The Boundary Question. 

The speech-of Captain C. C. Craig at 
Ballymoney, on Wedriesday, has concen- 
trated public attention in Ireland once 
more upon the boundary problem. Since 
Mr. Justice Feetham’s Commission began 
its researches controversy on this vexed 
subject has waned. The issue has been 
regarded, very properly, as being sub 
judice, and nobody has tried in any way 
to prejudice the findings of the court. 
Moreover, in the Free State and Northern 
Ireland both Governments and people 
have been occupied in constructive en- 
deavour, working steadily for the benefit 
of their respective areas. Indeed, we 
think that few tears would be shed 
in Ireland if the announcement were 
made that the Commission had decided 
to postpone the publication of its report 
to the Greek Kalends. Nevertheless, 
Captain Oraig has done a wise thing. The 
Commission, apparently, will issue its 
findings before the end of the present 
year, and no good purpose can be 
served by a refusal to recognise the 
possibility of substantial changes, or the 
virtual certainty that, if such changes are 
enforced, serious trouble will arise. 
Captain Craig suggests that before the 
Commission produces its award representa- 
tives of North and South shall meet in 
conference and make a final attempt to 
reach an agreed solution. 
his personal opinion that such a meeting 
would be fruitful. 

Captain Craig holds no executive posi- 
tion in the North; but there is little 
doubt that his attitude is shared by a 
large body of representative opinion in 
the six counties. So far as the Free State 
is concerned, of course, the Government 
is committed to the sterile machinery of 
the Commission, and President Cosgrave 
declared yesterday that no better alterna- 
tive had been proposed. The people of 
the Saorstat, however, would welcome any 
reasonable alternative that would pre- 
clude the possibility of further strife. 
Nations often are more far-seeing than 
their Governments, and the Irish people 
are concerned not with the temporary 
custody of this town or that, or even of 
this or that county, but with the ultimate 
and lasting unity of their race. Ten 
years or fifty years are of little account 
in the history of a nation, and insistence 
on the arbitrament of the Boundary Com- 
mission amounts to a confession of 
despair. Would any member of the Free 
State Government assert in public to- 
morrow that he did not believe that Irish 
unity ever could be achieved? Yet its 
official attitude is an implicit. admission 
of that belief. At Monaghan yesterday 
Mr. Ernest Blythe, having announced 
that, in his opinion, the Commission's 
award would be in favour of the Tree 
State’s claims, admitted that a “ residue” 
would be left outside the Free State; and 
it is that residue which constitutes the 
real vroblem. Will the Commission's 
award, whatever be its form, hasten or 
retard the gathering of the thirty-two 
counties of Ireland into a political entity? 
Defenders of the Free State's pound of 
flesh policy talk glibly of “winning” the 
people of Northern Ireland after the new 
boundary has been drawn. Mr. Blythe 
spoke in that strain yesterday when he 
expatiated on the resolve of his Govern- 
ment to institute a rule of “absolute fair- 
ness for all, equal opportunity and equal 
treatment and no difference for any side 
or section or class” We admire the 
Minister's ideals, but when we examine 
the cold facts of the situation can any of

He 
is @ p ent advocate’ of compulsory 
Irish. Does he, or any other member of 
the Government, believe seriously that the 
openly anti-British trend of: Free State 
policy can fail to do the gravest damage 
to the cause of eventual union? We agree 
with Mr. Blythe's remarks concerning the 
“treatment and condition” of the Pro- 
testant minority in the Free State. 
With the exception of the divorce 
question, it has small cause for 
serious complaint; but what  conces- 


sions have been made to those ideals’ 


which it shares with the people of 
Northern Ireland and of every other 
British country under the sun? The 
attitude of mind induced by partition is 
hopelessly at fault. The Free State Go- 
vernment's programme shows that it is 
thinking in terms not of Ireland, but of 
the twenty-six counties; and until that 
perspective is corrected fhere can be no 
prospect of unity. 


Irish in the Schools. 


We publish to-day details of the scheme 
which has been prepared by the Free State 
Ministry of Education for the training of 
candidates for posts as national teachers. 
The monitorial system, under which young 
men and women are employed in teaching 
while still supposed to be studying, is to be 
abolished. Boys and girls desiring to be- 
come teachers will pass directly from the 
elementary schools to preparatory colleges, 
in which they will receive a five years’ 
course of secondary education. There are 
to be six of these colleges; five of them 
will be placed in the Gaeltacht, and the 
central college at Marlborough Hall 
apparently will be shaped on the same 
lines as the rest. The professors through- 
out will be Irish speakers, and the teach- 
ing will be conducted largely, if not 
mainly, in Gaelic, in order that, when the 
scholars pass on from the préparatory 
colleges to the regular training colleges, 
they will be capable of being trained 
there to teach general subjects through 
the Gaelic medium. In effect, the new 
preparatory colleges, while providing a 
solid secondary education in place of the 
scrappy knowledge gleaned by monitors to- 
day, are intended as the machinery by 
which the Free State Government's 
language policy may be carried out in the 
national schools. Granted the object, 
little fault could be found with the pro- 
posed means. If Irish is to be taught 
intelligently in the schools of the Free 
State, teachers with an _ intelligent 
knowledge of the language must be pro- 
vided. The proposed scheme implies the 
dropping of the foolish system of Irish 
courses for teachers who lack desire, zeal 
and ability to acquire a new language. 
The Free State teachers have been sent en 
masse to the Gaeltacht, there to idle their 
time and waste the country’s money, an‘l 
to return with a smattering of phrases 
which become unrecognisable when passed 
on to the children. Throughout the Free 
State to-day there are classes full of 
young children who have spent three years 
bewildered by a jargon that even the 
teacher who uses it does not understand. The 
new scheme, however, is open to serious 
criticism. It is doubtful whether, at the 
present day, six colleges could be staffed 
with professors capable of applying the 
Irish language to the general purposes of 
education, and there is danger that the six 
colleges may repeat the error which it is 
desired to avoid, and may serve but to pro- 
pagate a jargon while the Irish language 
and literature are debased and educational 
‘interests in general neglected. This is a 
practical issue of importance, but a 
larger and graver consideration is in- 
volved. The Department of Education 
appears to intend that every candidate for 
the teaching profession shall pass through 
the new preparatory colleges—in «ther 
words, that no young man or woman can 
become a national teacher without being 
trained in the Gaelic system. If we read 
the scheme aright, the policy of compulsory 
Irish is to be applied at the gateway to the 
teaching profession. The country has the 
right to demand that the Government’s in- 
tentions shall be stated immediately and 
without ambiguity. At present the future 
of students wishing to enter the teaching 
profession, as of those ambitious of becom- 
ing doctors, is at the mercy of the 
Executive Council. 


Motor Traffic. 


As we mentioned last week, the British 
Ministry of Transport is preparing legis- 
lation for the stricter control of motor 
traffic. Such legislation will be in accord 
with public opinion, which is becoming 
seriously alarmed by the increasing number 
of accidents on the roads. The bill is 
likely to impose heavier penalties for reck- 
less driving, and may seek powers to raise 
the age-limit of applicants for licences. 
At present anybody can get a motor cycle 
licence at the age of fourteen or a motor 
car licence at seventeen ; and no proof of 
physical fitness is required. In a recent 
case in England it was revealed that the 
rider of a motor bicycle was completely 
deaf and had been carrying another deaf 
person on the pillion. It is thought that 
the Ministry's Bill may propose to raise 
the age-limit of applicants for either 
licence to eighteen. If the counsels of the 
Dublin Mercantile Association are adopted, 
the Free State’s capital will not lag behind 
Great Britain in the enforcement of the 
principle of “ Safety first.” Yesterday 
the Committee of the Association passed 
resolutions which recommend that licences 
for motor vehicles, including lorries and 
taxi-cabs, shall not be issued without tests 
of physical fitness and proof of ability |, 
to drive; that every owner shail carry a 
third-party insurance policy for a con- 
siderable amount, and that no licences 


shall be issued to persons under the age | 


of eighteen. There is a further recom- 
mendation that all 
drivers shall be required to know their 
local geography ; but we do not think that 
many of them are at fault in this respect.

Probably 
it existed in the days of Neanderthal, man, 
Certainly it existed in the time of the 
Minoan culture; for wall-pictures, drawn 
three thousand five. hundred years ago in 
the palace chambers of Cnossus; exhibit 
court ladies arrayed in the latest styles of 
their day. Some of these Cretan ladies, 
with their elegant corsages and clinging 
skirts, would pass as quite ‘‘ up-to-date’’ 
in a twentieth century drawingroom. Then, 
as now, some mysteriéus person or influence 
issued inexorable laws, to which women of 
all classes rendered a meek obedience, 
adapting their bodies, stout or thin, long 
or short, to the latest mode, as Procrustes 
adapted his victims to the length of his 
bed.

THE MEDICAL CRISIS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In your able leader of August 22nd, 
“* Seience at Bay,” you touch on some serious 
and vital: aspec s this dangerous attempt 
to Russianise siedicall: science in the Free 
State. May 1 point out some parallel bad 
examples and the lessons to be drawn from 
them, before we are committed any further 
to government by executive experiment— 
rapidly becoming a basis for fanatical legisla- 
tion of all kinds—in the twenty-six counties? 

Under the accelerated stress of modern 
industrial competition the Free State must 
tend to become more and more an economic 
unit with her sister island. © Geography, 
economics, and Providence all point in this 
direction. Modern pro pee is getting to be 
so highly strung in all countries that it can 
only. be. successfully maintained by the 
acceleration of, mental culture. in the best 
brains of the rising generation. The Free 
State is richly iad with this material 
and also with the university plant for de- 
veloping it, by means of which full contact 
with the main stream of international culture 
is maintained successfully, as it was in Russia 
before the Bolshevist revolution. _ The re- 
sources of Russia in men, territory and re- 
sistance to decay were enormous; yet im- 
mediately after she drove out her intelligent 
classes the motors af production became 
paralysed, and even that great country fa‘led 
to react to the sudden release of vast re- 
sources of brawn and brain in a raw and 
uncultivated State. Highly trained specialists 
in all departments of natural activity—the 
products of intensive university education— 
were found: to be indispensable to further 
progress. The old plant of civilisation taken 
over from the Czar's régime rusted and 
quickly fell into decay. The Russians starved 
and suffered while learning their lesson. Their 
credit fell to. zero. 

Self-contained Russia, with *a territory ex- 
tending half way round the globe, found 
herself helpless and floundering in poverty, 
after_.switching off her contact with inter- 
national culture, and is now finding her 
salvation by slowly and infully contacting 
it once. more. Only a short time ago she 
came, hat in hand, to London, trying to 
patch up an economic contact essential to her 
well-being. In order to secure the industrial 
development of her great natural resources 
she is obliged to hand over concessions to 
more scientifieally competent nations as a 
penalty for the blunder of driving out her 
own experts and nréfi of science. Bolshevism 
as a national cult “cast down the mighty 
from their seats,” but proved an utter failure 
in exalting “the humble and meek.” They 
were left to starve or become the economic 
slaves of their new tyrants 

In this first quarter of the twentieth 
century ‘‘ parochial. ideals” are fading fast, 
as their local colours ate di ssolved in the 
powerful chemicals of international science 
and culture. If a colossal, self-contained re- 
public, like Russia,i cannot progress without 
re-establishing full contact with the main 
currents of international civilisation. and 
tuning its intellectuals to the high cultural 
tenses of modern university education, what 
is to heeome of a small Gae/tarht bent en 
committing international suicide? What is 
to become of a rising generation of either 
saints or scholars bent on deliberately ex 
cluding themselves fror: the humanities of 
world culture? What fa‘: is in store for 
their children, 
fs forced, like a Chinese baby’s foot, into the 
patched-up, cast-off, language- shell, out of 
which it had long grown into the free air 
of international consciousness? A language 
Bastile is no less imprisonment than being 
confined in one built of stone; for both need 
gaolers to make them effective, and liberty 
never thrived under lock and key anywhere. 
This attempt to Rassianise medical science in 
the Free State and isolate it from the 
humanities of international Christendom mAy 
become the entering wedge of further in- 
tellectual devolution along the lines of 
Bolshevism in Ireland, if it is allowed to go

Intellectual devolution in the Free State. if 
persisted in, may establish in due time the 
nucleus of an intellectual Prussia. In the 
coming centuries ths Isle of Saints. which 
lit up the dark ages of Europe with the licht 
of learning and humanity, may be misguided 
by the dark forces to ‘ake the opposite 
rale in the coming days of enlightenment. 
and may be a fountain of ignorance and 
barbarism in the midst of a federated world 
of States transfigured by the ideal of um-

FARMERS AND TILLAGE, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Mr. J. J. Walsh's plan for increasing 
tillage is to exterminate the bullock and sub 
sidise farmers for their increased acreage. 
Catte and tillage go hand in hand, and a 
subsidy to farmers im ai’ agricultural country 
is as useful as feeding a dog on his own tail. 
‘the Compulsory Tillage Order of 1917, com- 
pelling farmers to break more land than they 
could efficiently till and manure, ts directly 
responsible for much of the deterioration men- 
tioned by the Minister for Agriculture. his 
land is not yet back to its former tertilty, 
and, if Mr. Walsh's policy is carried into 
effect, how long will it be before the country 
is barren? 

Increased tillage and fe:tility will come with 
an increase in the stock in the country. We 
should concentrate on getting our bullocks fit 
for export as early as possip'e, at the same 
time keeping our heifers at home. In a short 
time this would necessitate a development of 
tillage, the produce of which would be ex- 
ported, not in the raw state as grain, but as a 
tinished article in beef and forward stores. 

At least half the tillage acreage is seeded 
every year with old, worn-eut varieties, for 
which new tried varieties of seed would be 
profitably substituted. The Department's 
scheme of distributing pedigree ceed is having 
this desired effect, but enough seed is not 
available. Much of the root-brenk may be ad 
vantageous!y devoted to the production of 
forage crops, which are as economically ‘pro- 
duced and increase the fertility. In this con 
nection experiments are desirable on the 
system of ensiling by the stack method, as 
most farmers are not in the position to erect 
silos. No farmer will mereate his tillage 
unless he sees a prospect of doing so profit- 
ably—a very remote prospect if he has to sell 
his grain in the raw state.—Yours, etc.

THE CAILLAUX- CHURCHILL 
F ORMULA. -

Perhaps, the best that can be said of 
the provisional arrangement made between 
Mr. Churchill and M. Caillaux is that 
it might have been worse. There is a 
feeling that the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has unnecessarily whittled 
down the annual amount which France 
should pay towards extinguishing her debt 
to this country. There are discrepancies 
between the two Ministers’ statements 
which require straighting out; but on 
the assumption that France pays Britain 
124 millions gold for sixty-two years, 
she will still be escaping much of her debt, 
while Britain is paying America in full, 
and largely in respect of borrowings made 
on British credit on France’s behalf. No 
doubt, Mr. Churchill made the best bargain 
that he could in difficult and complicated 
circumstances, but when Parliamentary 
ratification is asked it is certain to be 
criticised by those who think that France 
could, and ought to, pay more, 


Sir P. Canliffe Lister. 


Apparently, Sir Philip Cunliffe Lister 
has withdrawn his -resignation ; so there 
will be no change at the Board of Trade 
after all. Sir Philip was super-sensitive 
whether, in view of his wife’s financial 
interest in coal, he should remain a 
member of a Government which was sub- 
sidising that industry. The Attornev- 
General, to whom the legal aspect of the 
matter was referred for a considered 
opinion, has evidently reassured his 
colleague regarding his position. Al] the 
members of the Cabinet will be pleased 
over this turn of events, as Sir Philip 
Cunliffe Lister is one of the most popular 
members of the Government, not only 
among his immedtrate colleacnes, but with 
the rank and file of the party. Mr 
Baldwin was particularly anxious not to 
lose his services. 


Mr. Lloyd George. 


Another controversy has been aroused by 
a portrait of Mr. Lloyd George. Tiris time 
the venue is the Harringay Conservative 
Club. The portrait was presented by an 
admirer during the war, and has occupied 
a place of honour on the walls unchal- 
lenged until a few days ago, when there 
was a sudden agitation for its removal. 
A meeting of members was duly held to 
decide the picture's fate, but when the 
matter came to a vote Mr. Lloyd George 
found more sympathisers in this Tory 
stronghold than was suspected. Only four 
members voted for removal. these die- 
hards declaring that the Coalition Prime 
Minister was responsible for every ill from 
which the country was suffering. Mr. 
Lloyd George, having returned from his 
Criccieth holiday, is planning a political 
tour of the country. He intends to work 
a land campaign, and will make his first 
speech on the subject in the West Country 
early next month. 


Naval Economy. 


In its pursuit of economy the Admiralty 
is putting up more warships for sale, 
and announces that the coastal motor boat 
base at Haslar will be closed down. 
Simultaneously the War Office notifies 
that the four chsolete forts in the vicinity 
of Chatham are to be put up for sale by 
public auction. The fate of Chatham 
hangs in the balance. Its dockyard most 
probably will be closed as soon as the 
Admiralty finds ways and means least 
hurtful to those employed in the yard, and 
this may be followed by distributing the 
naval ratings now barracked there between 
Portsmouth and Keyham. Further, there 
is a possibility of Chatham's ceasing to 
be the home of the Royal Engineers. The 
tendency is to concentrate all home troops 
in two great garrisons. One is Aldershot 
and its environment, and the other 
Catterick, in Yorkshire, where accom- 
modation is being prepared for thousands 
of troops of all branches of the service. If 
this policy is carried out in its entirety 
bv both the Admiralty and War Office, .it 
will spell Chatham's death-knell. 


Scarce Fish. 


Increasing scarcity of fish of all kinds 
on the East and South coasts, especially 
the former, has been engaging the atten- 
tion of coastal authorities in the hope of 
discovering the cause and supplying 4 
remedy. The migratory habits of fish, no 
doubt, have contributed to the falling off, 
and another explanation is over-trawling. 
Some means of preventing the destruction 
of immature fish by trawlers has been 
under consideration for a long time, but 
nothing practi¢al has resulted. A new 
terror has now developed in the appear- 
ance of a novel trawl! net of French inver- 
tion. which is being freely used all along 
the North-East coast. It is of such smal: 
mesh that immature fish have no chance 
of escape, and. when brought up, cannot 
be returned alive to the sea, as they are 
mushed up by the weight of the heavier 
fish in the trawl. There is a movement 
in the fishing ports to urge Government 
intervention to prevent the continued use 
of this machine 


Work on the Roads. 


Work will be provided for a large nume 
ber of men during the coming winter eon 
the preliminary operations connected with 
the improvement of the highways. For 
this purpose £6,500,000 has been allocated 
from the Road Fund. All the roadways 
in the programme are badly in need of 
improvement. The long stretches from 
London to Edinburgh and from London 
to Holvhead are to receive early con- 
sideration, and the shorter roads from 
London to Brighton and to Folkestone 
will also he improved. These are all in 
a bad condition, and the Folkestone road, 
especially, requires urgent attention. 
Accidents, often of a serious character, 
aré of frequent occurrence owing to the 
dangerous cofners, many of which are 
situxted on hills and near busy cross- 
roads. 

A Roman Site. 

Subscriptions are being invited by the 
Surrey Archwological Society for excavat- 
inc a Roman site covering several acres 
which has been discovered in Ashstead 
Forest. Up to the present voluntary 
labour has unearthed the foundation 
walls of the indoor bath quarters of 5 
Roman villa, and the discoveries show 
that the rooms of the building were 
warmed on the central heating system. 
hot air from the furnace passing under 
the floors and wn into the tiled flues 
around them. A large quantity of decora- 
tive plaster, coloured tiles, and teste! 
lated pavements has been collected, in 
addition to numerous small articles, in- 
cluding silver and other ornaments and 
Samian and other pottery.

SENATOR O'FARRELL TO 
CONSULT EXECUTIVE. 
Senator J. T. O'Farrell, the Secretary of 
che Railway Clerks’ Association, when seen 
by an /rish Times representative yesterday, 
declined to give his opinion of Sir Walter 
Nugent's proposal until he had consulted his 

Executive. ' 
He said that the first he had seen of the 
posal was in the Press that morning, and 
that it came more or less as a bombshell. : It 
was all the more surprising, he said, seeing 
that at a recent meeting of the Railway Wages 
Board the advocate of the railway. company 
stated that no application was being made for 
reduction in the case of the salaried grades, 
recognised that the improvement im 
the case of these grades was barely com- 
ensurate with the increase in the cost of 
ving. and as the Chairman of the Board 
had, in June of last year, actually reviewed 
the award, making certain improvements in 
respect of some of these grades and confirming 
the conditions in the remainder. 
Senator O'Farrell then quoted Section 55 of 
the Railways Act, as follows :- 

“That from and after the passing of 
this Act rates of pay, hours of duty and 
other conditions of service of railway 
employés shall be regulated in accordance 
with agreements made, or to be from time 
to time made, between the particular 
union’s representative of such employés, of 
the one part, and the railway companies 
and other persons by whom they are 
respectively employed, of the other part.” 

There is nothing in the above section to pre- 
vent a voluntary reduction of wages. 


A BIG PROBLEM. 

Mr. R. J. Mortished, the Assistant Secretary 
to the Irish Trades Union Congress and Labour 
Party, interviewed by an /rish Times repre- 
sentative, said that the railway companies and 
the public would have to face the fact that 
the railway problem was much bigger than 
could be solved by any readjustment ef wages, 
even if wages permitted of a reduction. It 
really involved the organisation of the whole 
transport system of the country, ineluding 
roads, harbours and canals, as well as rail- 
wavs. 

The Labour Party's Transport and Com- 
munication Bill, introduced im the Dail 
in 1923, he said, provided for 
the setting up of a comprehensive 
Ministry of Transcort and the working ‘out 
of some system of co-ordination of the various 
forms of . transport. Neither the railway 
ccmpanies nor the. public were alive to the 
situation then, and the bill was defeated. 


THE FUTURE. 

‘The quest‘on of wages,’ said Mr. 
Mortished, ‘‘ is, of course, a matier for the 
railway unions, but personally I should be 
surprised if they agree to a reduction of 
wages. Of courre, the company itself admits 
that it will not solve the problem.” 

Mr Mortished seemed te think that rail- 
ways are virtually “down and out.” 

Taking a long viow,” he said, “of the 
fcture of transport in this country, it seems 
fé lie with the develepoment of the small 
harbours around the const and with a well- 
cigamsed net. work of motor lorries to distri-

PREPARATORY: COLLEGES 
FOR TEACHERS, 


——— . 


BE ABOLISHED, 


UBJECT to the sanction of the Irish 
Free State Departrhent of Finante 
and the passing of á supplementary 
estimate by Dail Eireann, it is the inten- 
tion of the Department of Education, we 
learn, to ‘launch in the’ near future a 
scheme of preparatory colleges and pupil 
teacherships to replace the unsatisfactory 
monitorial system. It is the intention to 
set up six. colleges—five of them in the 
Irish-speaking districts of Donegal, 
Connaught and Munster, agd one in Marl- 
borough Hall, Glasnevin, which will be re- 
modelled for use as the preparatory college 
centre. 

lí the proposed scheme is adopted boys and 
girls destined for the teaching profession will 
pass, on a selective basis, from the National 
Schools to the Preparatory Colleges for a five 
years course of secondary training. Students 
who hold the Intermediate Certificate of the 
secondary syétem will be chosen «in groups 
for two-year courses as pupil teachers. 

The aim of the scheme is to improve the 
standard of education in pupils entering the 
Training Colleges—which will be fed, in 
effect, by the new Preparatory Colleges. In 
the new colleges, which will be staffed with 
Irish-speaking professors, pupils will receive 
a solid grounding in the Irish language, so 
that on proceeding to the Training Colleges 
they will be capabie of being trained to teach 
through Irish, if obtaining posts, in the Irjsh- 
spes king districts. 

The scheme probably will involve about 
double the expenditure devoted to the 
monitorial system, which it replaces, and the 
supplementary estimate to be presented to 
Dai Eireann will amount to about’ £45,000. 


DUBLIN TECHNICAL 
TEACHERS. 


— 


PROPOSED REMUNERATION. 
SCALE. 

The whole-time teaching staff of the Techni- 
cal Schools in Dublin is being re-organised by 
the Civic Commissioners. In a report which 
Commissioner Hernon will submit to his col- 
leagues at their meeting to-morrow he sets 
forth a scale of remuneration for the whole- 
time teachers. There are five head-teachers— 
Messrs. J. C. MacGuigan, School of Com- 
merce; William Davidson, Architecture and 
Biulding Trades Department; E. E. Joynt, 
Mechanical Engineering; E. Morton, Electri- 
cal Engineering, Chemistry and Physics; and 
Miss K. O'Sullivan, Domestic Economy De- 
partment. The most recent appointment was 
that of Mr. Morton, and the ‘seale for his 
post was an initial salary of £350, rising by 
annual increments of £15 to a maximum of 
£500, with bonus. 

It is proposed that this scale shall be ap- 
plicable to all the posts except that of 
domestic economy, for which head teacher- 
ship Mr. Hernon recommends a scale of £150; 
rising by annual increments of £10 to a maxi- 
mum of £250. with bonus. Miss O'Sullivan 
is to be placed on a scale of £180, with bonus. 
It is not p sed to alter Mr. Davidson's 
salary of 2500. In the cases of Messrs. 
Mac(tuigan and Joynt, their basic maximum 
is extended from £450 to £500, with bonua. 

At the inception of the Day Apprentice 
School in 1919, five other teachers were ap- 
rm both for day and evening work, the 

asic salary in each case being £2°0. It is 
recommended that the scale for posts of this 
nature shall be £200. rising by annual incre- 
ments of £10 to £300, with bonus’ Mr. 
Johnson, who is in charge of the printing and 
book production department, will be placed 
on the same scale. 


OTHER WHOLE-TIME TEACHERS. 

Mr. Hernon's report goes on :— 

“The only other whole-time teachers are 
Miss ©. Cros! : and Mr. H. A. Hodgens. 
Miss Crosbie, who conducts the day trades 
dressmaking class, has a basic salary of £100 
with bonus, and this I do not propose to 
r’.v., Mr. Hodgens is a capable and ex- 
perienced teacher of Morse and wireless 
work, and I recommend that he be graded 
on the scale of £150, rising by annual incre- 
ments of £10 to a maximum of £250 with 
bonus, and that he shall enter on the scale 
at his present remuneration of £208. I pro- 
pose that Mr. W. Fagan be placed on the 
sae scale (£150 basic, rising by annual in- 
crements of £10 to maximum of £250 with 
bonus), and clas. d as a whole-time teacher. 
At present he is classed as electrician in 
ge of the electrieal a at Kevin street, 
and bv reason of the high qualifications he 
holds under the City and Guilds of London 
he also teaches electrical engineering classes. 
His present remuneration is £312 per annum, 
inclusive of bonus, and I propose that he 
shall enter on the revised scale at £185 with 
bonus. This change is not to relieve him of 
his charge of the electrical plant. There are 
two composite positions—Mr. Rowland Bent, 
who holds the rosition of fitter and turner, 
and also acts as demonstrator. in the 
mechanical engineering wotkshop; and Mr. 
M. Lambert, who acts as instrument maker 
and repairer, and also teaches classes in in- 
si ument making. Mr. Bent’s salary is £312. 
inclusive of bonus, and Mr. Lambert's salary 
is £130 with bonus. I propose that in each 
of these cases the salary shall be fixed at 
£185 with bonus, the duties attached to the 
positions to remain as heretofore. 

“Domestic economy courses are held in 
the t o chief centres, Parnell square and 
Kevin street, and extc.sion courses for the 
wives and daurhters of artisans are also held 
in several local centres. It is desirable that 
there should be a _ whole-time assistant 
teacher in this as in the other departmentz, 
and it is proposed to appoint Miss K. Semple 
to the position at an initial salary of £80, 
rising by annual increments of £10 to a 
maximum of £120 with bonus. Miss Semple 
is highly trained, holds the fuil diploma in 
all branches of domestic science, and has 
acted successfully as part-time teacher in our 
sche’ 's for the past six years, her average 
ai nual remuneration ‘being £130. She has 
the longest service of any trained domestic 
economy instructress on the staff.”

That 
residue will only be got in at some later 
date by common consent, but we will never 
have that common consent. if the divisions 
which exist now are not, allayed—if enmities 
which. existed in the past, and have been 
kept alive up to the present, are not. allowed 
to die down. 

I believe that one of the things that will 
have the effect of bringing ultimate unity to 
the couritry. will be the. sati$faction of the 
Protestant minority in the Free State with 
their treatment and condition—and they will 
have no cause for complaint about their con- 
dition and treatment. There will be a rule 
of absolute fairness for all, an eqfal. oppor- 
tunity, equal treatment, and no difference jr 
any side or section or class.

It is recognised that so 
long as the boundary remains the dominant 
issue in the North, it is not possible to 
attack effectively many other questions, in 
which they would have the support of Labour 
and some Unionist opinion. 

All parties, however, agreed that the sub- 
ject is bristling with difficulties. chiefly 
owing to the hopes which have been held 
out to each side regarding the extent of the 
transfers on adjustments to be made, 

One leading Belfast citizen, who is not 
closely identified with politics, suggested that 
if the Boundary Commission would give some 
indication as to what was meant in regard 
to the extent of the areas to be transferred, 
it might be possible to call a joint conference 
to hammer out an agreed boundary, which 
might afterwards be ratified by the Com- 
mission.

Mrs. Wigham left her husband, who is a 
Dublin man, together with Mr. Alffed 
Davidson, of Belfast, with six other mis- 
sionaries in Chungking. 


A SIGN OF DEVELOPMENT. 

Miss Cumber, who has spent 33 years in 
West China, with only three furloughs, said 
that she had heard that the old Chinese 
lady, left in charge of her school, had saved 
some of her belongings, though immediately 
the British residents left all the bungalows 
were looted by the militia. ‘Despite the 
nature of the outbreak,” she said, ‘‘I am 
not at all discouraged .I believe, misdirected 
as it is at the moment, the spirit behind the 
rioting is a sign of China's development and 
progress. Russian influence there is, but the 
combustible material was there already."’

In-a. leading article the Pinancial News 
says:—The proposal for an all-round re- 
duction of 5 per cent. in wages and salaries, 
beginning with the directors, which has just 
been put forward by the Great Southern 
Railways of Ireland, is identical with the 
suggestion recently made by the English com. 
panies. So far the employés of the latter 
have not shown the slightest inclination to 
accede, their attitude being apparently that 
the companies are immensely wealthy, and 
that large economie« can be effected with- 
out disturbing the Wages Bill. As the latter 
absorbs more than all other items of expen- 
diture combined. it. will be recognised that 
any economy scheme which leaves the pay- 
rol! out of account is equivalent to casting 
Hamlet without the Prince of Denmark, in 
“plus fours’ or otherwise. If the financial 
position of the English railway companies 
and the necessity for reducing transport 
charges in the interests of trade revival 
justify the serious consideration of wage re- 
ductions, still more is this the case in Ire- 
land, where only £47,000 was ‘ast year avail- 
able for dividends out of actual earnings. 
Hete, again, the main reason for the unsonad 
financial position is the level of wages, 
the average rates being nearly three 
times the pre-war figure, thanks 
to the inane policy adopted during Govern- 
mental control of forcing up pay so as to 
approximate it to the English standard, with- 
out, reference to the difference of economic 
conditions in the two countries. 

One of the reasons for grouping in the Free 
State which has given the Great Southern a 
monopoly, save for unimportant exceptions, 
was that fusion was considered to represent 
the economic salvation of numerous small 
undertakings lacking in financial resources. 
But it requires money to bring the track, 
stations, rolling stock and cther equipment ot 
these small lines up-to-date, and it is 
obviously impossible for the Great Southern 
to find the necessary expenditure an the basis 
of its present revenues. It is to be hoped that 
when the Free State Government realises this 
elementary fact it will shape its railway policy 
on lines more in conformity with the practical 
needs of the twentieth century.

TRIBUTES TO THE DEAD.

The Earl. of Granard referred in glowing 
terms to the service of the men who had 
and those who, having served. still 

They had with them, he said, two 
great divisional commanders—General Sir 
Bryan Mahon and General Sir William 
Hickie—who were still actively serving in 
looking after the interests of ex-Service men. 

“The history of the soldiers of Ireland,” 
he went on, “ is really the history of Europe. 
They. served in France and Flanders, in 
Palestine and in the rocky heights of Serbia, 
and in all of these places are to be found 
the last resting places of Irish soldiers, 
Three hundred of them were Longford men. 
Let us do honour to thair memory. Ireland 
for ever." 

Major-General Sir William B. Hickie (late 
Commander of the 16th Irish Division) re- 
ferred to the memory and gallantry of the 
soldiers of Ireland. ‘‘ Every battlefield has 
its storv,” he sajd, ‘‘and on every_battlefield 
the. Irish were engaged. From Mons to 
Paris, on the Marne and on the Aisne, in 
the long trench line from Ypres to St. 
Quentin, in the. further theatres of Egypt, 
Jallipoli, Serbia, Macedonia. Palestine and 
Mesopotamia—wherever the British Arey 
took the field, there, also, was the Iris 
soldier to bear them company and .to take 
his part. It was no mean part that he took, 
and, as one who had, perhaps, an exceptional 
opportunity of jadging, I can testify to his 
chivalrous gallantry in battle, and to his 
exemplary conduct both in the trenches and 
during those short and rare periods when he 
was given any rest. I am proud to say that 
no regrettable incident mars the remem- 
brances I hold of the two and a half years 
during which I had the honour to command 
an Irish division. 

‘‘T congratulate the men and women of 
Longford on the beautiful memorial you have 
erected to your fellow-countrymen. In the 
name of Irish ex-Servicemen I thank those

“ Longford,” said Major-General ir 
Bry:n Mahon (late Commander of the 10th 
Irish Division), “ has given a lead to ó 
in erecting this handsome and. “fit 
memoria! to our fallen heroes. 

“It is just ten years since many of us 
present to-day met in the Gallipoli Penin- 
sula. For centuries Ivishmen have been the 
first soldiers of Europe; they have fought, 
for man on the European - 
tinent, for different causes and sometimes on 
different sides. But whatever the cause, or 
the side on which they fought, they have 
always maintained their great reputation of 
bravery and efficiency, and their services 
have been songht for by all countries. But 
never have Irishmen more fully maintained 
their reputation or fought with greater 
gallantry than on the Gallipoli Peninsula. 

“We assemble to honour the dead. Let 
us do what we can to help our comrades 
who are still living.” 

“FOr JUSTICE AND FREEDOM.” 

Major Bryan Cooper, T.D., said that Long- 
ford, in the erection of this memorial, had 
set an example to the rest of the ccuntry, 
which he hoped would be widely followed, 
In that way the glory of those who had laid 
down their lives fighting for justice and free- 
dom would not be dimmed by the passage of 
time. “ So,” he said, “will Ireland be re- 
minded that none of her sons loved her 
better, or brought móre honour to her name, 
than those who died in the Great War. Acts 
of commemoration, such as this, are the last 
and most jeving tribute that we can pay to 
our comrades. And who are those whom we 
commemorate? They are the men who, of 
their own free will, left home and fireside, 
and all that makes life dear, to sacrifice their 
lives for a great cause.

AGAINST CORK AND 
ITS SCHOOLS,

RESOLUTION SENT TO COUNTY 
COUNCIL. 


Ata meeting of the Finance Committee of 
the Cork County Council (Mr. O’Gorman in 
the chair), Mr. Eamonn O'Neill proposed :— 

“That we, the Finance Committee of the 
County Council of Cork, regret the attitude 
of the Irish Government in their attempt to 
set up a separate Medical Register for the 
Irish Free State. We are of opinion that this 
course will militate against the chance of our 
young professional men, and will have a 
serious effect on our Irish schools and hos- 
pitals, particularly in Cork.’’ 

Mr, O'Neill said that the attitude of the 
Government would militate very much against 
County Cork and its schools, and against the 
efficient working of the local hospitals. The 
é matter was an important one, and jf the pro- 
posal was carried ont it would mean that in 
future those who desired to qualify would 
have to go abroad, and would have to go to 
England to practise, with a very much lowered 
status. ‘They could only practise there on 
the Colonial status, which was very inferior 
to the one enjoyed by them in present condi- 
tions, Professions in England and other 
countries looked upon Irish qualified doctors, 
not only as equal to those graduating in the 
universities of other countries, but as very 
much superior. He thought that the proposal 
hi. hard at the young students who were to 
qualify in future, and who would have to 
practise medical science abroad. 

Mr. Jeremiah O'Sullivan seconded the pro- 


fal. 

Mr. T. J. Murphy, Danmanway, said that 
the matter was one which could be very well 
left in the hands of the medical profession, 
who were well able to fight their own battles. 
The Government and the medical profession 
should make some arrangement among them- 
selves. He objected to the resolution. 

The Chairman said that the matter con- 
cerned the parents of students much more 
than the men who were at present qualified. 
Many a parent could afford to send his child 
to Cork or Dublin who could not afford to 
send him to England or Scotland. On these 

rounds he accepted the resolution. Coming, 

owever, from the whole Council it would 
have greater weight. 

The resolution was handed in as a notice 
of motion.

Thirteen shige atte Bhs Asbociation 
sat here to-day and discussed some ‘fifty 
subjects. Much attention was devoted to the 
geological section, in which Professor W. A. 
Parks, of Toronto, spoke on cultural ts 
of geology. He said that while the earth, as 
a whole, acts as an almost perfectly rigid 
body, the external envelope is by no means 
rigid. The acquisition of perfect rigidity by 
the Globe, he said, is to be regarded as a 
terrible calamity. This condition attained, 
the universal deluge is within sight, geolo- 
gically speaking, and the end of the present 
order of things must inivitably ensue. Earth- 
quakes, therefore, must not be regarded as 
unmixed calamities; they are evidence that 
the fatal total rigidity has not yet been 
attained. Professor Parks also gave con- 
clusions at which geologists had arrived re- 
specting the change likely to come in climatic 
conditions. “ The Polar regions,’’ he 
observed, “have been temperate, almost 
tropical, and ice sheets have extended over 
sub-equatoral regions. A given climatic con- 
dition is not necessarily of long duration. 

Tt is highly probable that variation in 
climate will greatly affect the activity of the 
human race within a measurable number of 
years, and it is not improbable that the sites 
of our present centres of population will be 
buried under glaciers and that Aa new civilisa- 
tion will occupy, under a genial climate, the 
present inhospitable regions around the 
Poles.”’ 

Materialism, he concluded, offered no ade- 
quate explanation of the wonders of geology. 
NEW VIEW OF GENIUS. 
Professor C. Spearman, of London, in the 
psychological section, put forward some de- 
ductions of an unusual nature, ina paper 
entitled: ‘Some Issues in the Theory of 
Genius.”” .His view was that every normal 
man, woman and child, is a genius at some 
thing as well as an idiot at something. It 
mained to discover at what, at any rate, in re- 
spect of the genius. These considerations,hesaid 
have often appealed to me on looking at a 
procession of the unemployed and hearing 
some one whisper that they are mostly un- 
employable. That they are so, actually, I can- 
not help concurring. But need they be so 
necessarily? Remember, that every one of 
these, too, is a genius at something. 
if we could only discover what 
I am quite confident that every one of them 
could do something that would make him a 
treasure in some great industrial concern, 
and I see no reason why some should not 
have even become famous in such occupations, 
for example, as those of dancers, jockeys, or 

players of popular games. 
INSULIN FROM FISH. 

The fact that insulin may be obtained from 
fish was disclosed by Professor J. R. R. Mac- 
Leod (Canada). Insulin, he said, had been of 
inestimable value in the treatment of dia- 
betes: it had not only prolonged life, but had 
greatly improved the comfort of patients. 
The discovery. however, had not revealed the 
cause of the disease. It furnished a key that 
might unlock the door to a discovery of the 
eause; but we did not know how the key 
should be turned. Experiments had been 
made by the Biological Board of Canada cn 
the behaviour of sugar in fish. As fish were 
cold-blooded, the changes were much slower 
in the intermediate stages than they were in 
mammals, and could i“ more closely fol- 
lowed. In the experiment fish became the 
most ghostly individuais, Fish had the same 
amount of sugar in the blood as men and 
other mammals. It had been found that in- 
sulin was secreted by special glands or prin- 
cipal islets in fish near the all bladder. The 
pancreas, which was the source of insulin in 
mammals, did not produce it. Insulin could 
be prepared very easily: from the principal 
islets, and in countries in which the cleans- 
ing was done on shore this should be a pro- 
fitable source of supply. The difficulties sof 
the collection of the islets when the fish were 
gutted at sea were so great as to make an 
unsuitable source of supply. 

NAVAL ARCHITECTURE. 

Sir Archibald Denny, in the Engineering 
Section, gave an exhaustive survey of fifty 
years’ evolution in naval architecture and 
marine engineering. 

SIGNIFICANCE OF SIZE. 

The functional significance of size proved 
to be a highly amusing subject, as dealt with 
by Dr. J. B. 8. Haldane, a nephew of Lord 
Haldane. He explained that the width of the 
thigh bones of giants only increased to twice 
the normal size, though the weight of thin 
bodies might increase four times. A giant's 
growth was limited by his means of support. 
An elephant required short, thick 
legs, and could not do much running.” “ If 
you had a human giant, sixty feet high,” 
said Dr. Haldane, “he would weigh a 
thousand times as’ much as a normal man, 
but the width of his thigh bone would only 
be one hundred times ag much, so that he 
would break his leg at every step.” 

Insects like daddy-long-legs or spiders, 
could have beautiful long legs, because they 
had a very small weight to support in pro- 
portion. A large animal had to pump its 
blood further, and higher, than a small one, 
and therefore had higher blood pressure. A 
giraffe had to pump its blood at least eight 
feet from its heart to its head, and he would 
very much like to know what would happen 
to a giraffe if it kept its head down any 
length of time. A mouse was so propor- 
tioned in relation to its body weight, that it 
could be dropped down a colliery shaft, 
fifteen hundred feet deep, and it would 
merely land with a bump, shake its head, 
and run away. If a rat fell. the same dis- 
tance it would break its leg, while a man or 
a horse would be merely a splash. A small 
animal needed a far larger amount of food in 
proportion to its body ‘weight than a big 
animal, a mouse, for instance, having to eat 
se eaiese to one-half of its body-weight per 
ay. 

DIET IN THE SCHOOLS. 

Diet in relation to health in schools pro- 
duced a bright debate in the Educational 
Science Section. The subject was introduced 
by Dr. G. E, Friend, of Horsham, who in- 
sisted that a healthy development of the mind 
depended as much on the ability of the cook 
and the caterer as on the schoolmaster. 


THE MAJOR SHEPPARD 
INQUIRY. 


HOME SECRETARY’S PLANS. 

In a letter to the Commissioner who in- 
quired into the case of Major Sheppard, the 
Home Secretary details the action which he 
proposes to take to give effect to Mr. Rawlin- 
son's recommendations. 

Parliament is to be asked to insert a clause 
in the Criminal Justice Bill to allow of the 
accused wey being admitted to bail pending 
the result of the preliminary investigation by 
the police of the charge brought against him, 
and, if the alleged offence is committed else- 
where, to admit him to bail to appear at 
the local police station. The attention of the 
police is to be drawn to the need of carrying 
out fully the judge’s rules regarding. the 
qnestion of prisoners, while persons put up for 
identification are to be given printed notice 
and verbally informed of their rights to have 
a solicitor or friend present before the 
person's finger-prints are taken. He isto be 
informed of his right to object, and notices 
are to pe exhibited at police stations acquaint- 
ing detained persons of facilities for communi- 
sation with friends. and legal advisers, and 
also of provisions with regard to bail. ., 

As to the police officers consured, the Home 
Secretary says that the Metropolitan Com- 
missioner of Police is now considering his 
action.

MR. CULVERWELL’'S LETTER TO 
MR, O’HIGGING. 
Dean Ma. O' Hicoins,— 

1—I accept your. challenge, published in 
to-day’s papers, and, as one of your consti- 
tuents, I also propose to exercise my consti- 
tutional right of asking you certain questions 
intended to elucidate to the public the real 
effect the Government's p action would 
have on the status and dignity of the Free 
State, so that you may correct me if I am 
mistaken in thinking that it will lower, not 
increase that status and dignity. 

2—The statements on which you challenge 
contradiction are that, assuming the Free 
State gets the same terms as Canada, Aus- 
tralia and South Africa, then :— 

** First—In the matter of registration, the 
net difference will be that he {i.¢., the medical 
graduate wishing to practise in Great Britain) 
will pay £5, instead of £1 as at t. 

ss ii Am: avenue of employment now 
tu to him will be closed as a result of the 
change in control.’’ 

3—Let me begin with the second state- 
ment. I ask you is it possible to justify it 
by any available evidence! For, observe: 
there are two ways in which an avenue to 
employment may be closed to a particular 
group of men; It may be closed legally, and, 
just as effectively, it may be cl by the 
action or yotes. of those in whose hands the 
appointments lie. Take an instance within 
recent memory. re was never any legal 
bar to the appointment of a Unionist as Lord 
Mayor ‘of Dublin, yet for many years it was 
as effectively. closed to Unionists as if they 
had been legally disqualified. 

4&—So, in this case, avenues to medical 
employment in Great Britain may be effec- 
tively closed even where there is no legal 
disqualification; and whether they will be 
closed or not, will nd on the views taken, 
either collectively or individually, by those 
who make the appointments in Great Britain. 
Now, though it is im ible to foresee the 
extent to which the change in sfatus of the 
Irish trained doctor will affect these views, 
yet two things are practically certain—lIst, 
that the proposed change will have some 
effect, and ond, that it ¢ertainly cannot make 
Englishmen or Scotchmen more ready to 
appoint Irishmen. The conclumon follows 
that tha — must have the effect of clos- 
ing, either wholly or partially, some of the 
existing avenues. And recent experience con- 
firms this view; for advantage has, not 
unnaturally, been taken of the severance of 
citizenship te refuse to consider merit alone 
as between the Free State and English appii- 
cants for posts in England. 

5—No doubt, the above objection would no 
longer apply if the statement were altered to 
read that no existing avenue would be ‘‘legally 
closed.” hut, as shown above, to do so would 
be to take away all its value so far as its 
purpose is to assure intending medical 
students that the Irish-trained doctor will 
find it as easy to get on in England as he 
would if the Government’s proposals were 
abandoned. 

6—But it is when we come to examine the 
first statement that the second falls most 
heavily to the ground. For a reference to 
Part II’. of the British Act dealing with 
Colonial registration shows that neither the 
teneral Medical Council nor the Ptivy Council 
(under whose authority it acts) are allowed 
to register any D.P:H. (Diploma of Public 
Health) obtained outside Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, so that no D.P.H. granted 
by a medical school in any Dominion can be 
registered or recognised in Great Britain or 
Northern Tkeland even when the school is one 
approved bv the General Medical Council. 

7—Thus the first statement also falls to 
the ground. '"' The net difference in the mat- 
fer iration ' is not a matterof money 
only. The really impbetant point ia that the 
Irish-taught medical man will be mable to 
register his D.P.H. This is a matter of the 
greatest importance because, as you are no 
doubt. aware, there is a steadily increasing 
number of municipal and county bodies in 
Great Britain which. in the exercise of their 
clear legal right, insist on the D.P.H. as a 
qualification for many important appoint- 
ments. For these appointments, therefore. 
Irish medical men will be legally debarred 
unless they hold a Pritish D.P.H., and thus, 
under the Government’s proposal, important 
avenues would be legally closed to the Irish- 
trained medical man. 

8—]I, therefore, trust that unless you see 
some method of refuting the above cnntra- 
aictions of the two statements. you will see 
your way to withdrawing them with a 
publicity equal to that with which they were 
made, and as a step towards removing the 
erroneous impression they must have made 
on the public. I propose to‘publish this letter 
and your reply. 

9— The letter has, however, become so long 
that I must reserve my questions as to the 
effect on “ status’ for another occasion.—

MR. O’HIGGINS REPLIES. 
Dear Proresson Curverwetr.,— 


_ 1—Í have received your letter of the 24th 
instant. To deal adequately with the points 
raised by you it is necessary for me to out- 
line briefly the argument which I developed 
when speaking at Fermoy last Sunday on 
this issue of the future control of the medical 
profession in the Free State. I showed that 
the jurisdiction exercised by the British 
Medical Council over medical men resident 
and practising in Iveland depended on the 
Medical Act of 1858, and lapsed with the 
Treaty and the establishment of the Free 
State. It was first and last an United 
Kingdom arrangement—an arrangement quite 
appropriate to the United Kingdoes position, 
but not at all appropriate, as I submit, to 
the present constitutional — relationship 
between Great Britain and the Free State. 
2—It is unfortunate that in the first two 
strenuous years of this State's existence there 
was no advertence on the rt of the 
Executive Council to the position that had 
arisen with regard to control of the medical 
profession here. In the stress of the times 
the fact that the jurisdiction of the Britis 
General Medical Council had lapsed with 
the establishment of the State, and that there 
was no statutory body in existence competent 
to exercise jurisdiction and control over 
doctors resident and practising in the Free 
State escaped attention. 
wise, everyone, including the doctors, would 
have accepted the establishment of a Free 
State Médical Council with its separate 
Medical Register as a necessary and natural 
development of the Treaty position. — 
3—As things happened, however, it was 
late in the year 1 when attention was 
drawn to the matter, The British General 
Medical Council realised their lack of juris- 
diction here, and also stated that, in the 
absence of further express statutory provision, 
they were advised that it was not competent 
for them to have entered on the British 
Medical Register, or any part of it, the 
names of medical men qualified in the Irish 
Free State. In the .cireumstances, and to 
meet the immediate legal position, there was 
scarcely any alternative to that which was 
actually done. . A temporary Act was passed 
here, reviving the old United Kingdom system 
of control, dhe enabling it to operate again 
for a period of one year. That Act will ex- 
pire next F .. The present tug-o’-war 
is with a view to having it made permanent 
4a—Pr the only ent advanced 
in favour of that course is

. The other argument—that

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medica! schools here will suffer—is merely a 
deduction from the foregoing. 

6—Now, while the Executive Council «is 
not prepared to answer for such injurious 
consequences to medical men and to medical 
schools as may flow from the hysteria of the 
last fortnight, there is nothing inherent in 
the proposal to establish a Free State Medical 
Council and Medical Register which should 
have all or any of the dire consequences so 
vehemently forecasted. In that connection I 
made two statements at Fermoy on the aé- 
sumption that no more favourable position 18 
secured than that which obtains in the case 
of the Dominions. The first was that in re- 
gard to registration the difference for a 
person qualified in the Free State and seeking 
to — elsewhere within the Common- 
wealth would be that he would pay £5 (five 
pounds) in future instead of £1 (one pound) 
as at present. 

(N.—This statement was, in fact, in- 
accurate, but the inaccuracy is in my favour, 
The fee for registration on the Colonia! List 
is the same as that payable for registration 
on the British Medical Register, viz.— £5 1s.) 
The second statement was that no avenue of 
employment at present open to him would be 
closed as a result of the change. Mr. Maun- 
sell says that this was never denied. 1 
thought it was. I thought its denial was 
shrieked at me every day for the last fort- 
night from the front page of both of the 
Dublin daily newspapers. I am glad to be 
reassured by the President of the College of 
Surgeons. 

6—You, sir, take somewhat different 
ground. You say in effect: “ Yon are right 
in law, you are wrong in fact. Legally, no 
avenue of employment at present open will 
be closed as a result of the change in con- 
trol, but in practice once the Free State 
Government takes this step”’ (which I have 
shown to be a necessary and natural develop- 
ment of the Treaty) “then everyone every- 
where within the Commonwealth will become 
affected with an acute. Hibernophobia, which 
will preclude them from availing of the pro- 
fessional services of doctors who secured their 
degrees within the Irish Free State. It is 
true that they are eating our eggs and butter, 
our beef and mutton, and drinking our stout, 
although we have had the temerity to set up 
a Government and Parliament in accordance 
with the provisions of the Treaty, but it’s not 
the same thing.” 

7—Now, while agresing that there is a 
difference between agricultural produce and 
the output of ‘our medical schools, I submit 
that there is also an analogy. It seems to me 
that in each case the demand will turn largely 
on the standard maintained by the supply. 
If the supply is such as to bear com- 

tition the demand will be unaffected. 
Trish doctors over a long period have 
established for themselves, in Britain and 
elsewhere throughout the Commonwealth, a 
high reputation. It seems to be inherent in 
your objection that that reputation was 
established under false pretences—under the 
false pretence that they were English or 
Scotch or Welsh—and that in the case of the 
new output, once the horror stands revealed 
that they are none of these, but actually 
qualified within the Irish Free State, patients 
will take up their beds and run from them. 
I cannot argue against that mentality. 

8—As to your D.P.H. point, I find that 
you are correct in stating that under the pro 
visions of Section 21 of thé Medical Act of 
1886 a Diploma of Public Health is regis- 
trable only when granted ‘! by any college or 
faculty of physicians or surgeons or univer- 
sity in the United Kingdom, or by any such 
lodies acting in combination.”’ It is a 
minor argument against the Treaty; but is it 
an argument which, once the Treaty is 
accepted and a State established in accord- 
anve therewith, should deter us from a 
development which is a natural cotollary? 
Has the pother of the last fortnight simniered 
down to this—that a medical man qualified 
in the Free State, who may happen to hold 
in addition to his qualifying Degree a 
Diploma of Public Health,will not be able to 
secure mention of that fact when his name 
is being entered on the Colonial List as a 
qualified person entitled to practise his pro- 
fession within Great Britain and the Com- 
monwealth ? 

9—I have dealt with this matter thorough- 
out on the basis of assuming that the 
arrangement which will obtain in the case of 
Free State medical men seeking practice 
abroad will be identical with that which 
obtains in the case of persons qualified in the 
Dominions. I might point out, however, 
without going into the matter in detail, that 
a strong case could be established for a more 
favourable arrangement. If the leaders of the 
profession here had accepted the decision of 
the Executive Council in a different spirit 
and had shown themselves willing to 
co-operate in its efforts, I am of opinion that 
at least in some respects a position of prefer- 
ence might have been secured. They have 
chosen to direct their energies to another 
objective.—Yours very sincerely.

A SUMMING UP. 

TO THE EVITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—i enclose for } ublicaticn my letter 
to Mr. O'Higgins and his reply; but, as his 
hrst, second, taird, fourth, uivh, and mint 
paragraphs do not deal with his challenge and 
my reply, I have taken the liberty of number- 
ing the paragraphs in both letters, so that 
those of your reuders who are interested only 
in the challenge may be assisted in dissecting 
out his answers. Space prevents comment 
on the remainder of his letter. 

As to my challenge to his first statemeut, it 
will be seen from his paragraph (8) that he 
admits implicably that ne was wrong, though 
not explicitly acknowledging it. But even 
now he has apparently entirely missed the 
point of my pavagraph (7), because he repre- 
sents that the only practical difference my 
correction of his statement involves is that 
th» Irish medical man will not be 
able to sécure ' mention ” of his D.P.H. 
when placed on the Colonial list. The practi- 
cal difference is not one of the letters not 
being used in a list which the private patient 
never examines. It is that authorities in 
England will be as much bound to ignore the 
Irish D.P.H. as they are now bound to ignore 
the M.D. of a bogus American '' University.” 
Indeed, what stands out most clearly in Mr. 
U'Higgins’s letter is the fact that he appears 
only io, have considered the effect of the 
change on the private patient, and, therefore, 
ignores the effect on the large number cf 
Irishmen who get valuable administrative ap- 
pointments, 

In the second line of his paragraph (6), Mr. 
O'Higgins attributes to me exactly the reverse 
of what I said, apparently because he wrote it 
after reading my paragraphs (4) and (5), bat 
before reading paragraph (7), in which I 
show that important avenues would be 
“legally closed’’ to Irish medical men—and 
even the earlier paragraphs give no justifica- 
tion for his statement, because I only say 
“the above objection’’ would be removed nf 
his second statement were altered so as to 
do away with its value. 

As to the remainder of his paragraph (6), 
and in paragraph (7), he ascribes to me an 
adjectival luxuriance which approaches the 
hysteria which he has ascribed to the medical 
Eroriesinn. I do not think anyone reading 

he carefully-reatrained statement in my 
paragraph (4) would consider it fairly trans- 
lated into his paragraphs (6) and (7). 

Mr. O'Higgins’s paragraph (9) is instruc- 
tive. because it indicates that he has now 
abandoned the suggestion in his Fermoy

BOAT LEAVES FOR BELFAST. 


A cement boat was being unloaded at Sir 
John Rogerson’s quay yesterday by dockers 
belonging to the Workers’ Union, whea some 
carters [som Messrs. Fitapatrick’s (where a 
labour dispute exists) came to cart away the 
cement. 

‘Lhe Workers’ Union men refused to con- 
tinue the work, and the boat proceded to 
Belfast for discharge. 

The refusal of Workers’ Union men to 
complete the discharge of the vessel was 
due to the policy of their union not to work 
with members of the Transport Union. 

GAS YARD MEN TO OBEY ORDERS. 

A mass meeting of the workers at the 
Dublin Gas Company's works was held last 
night to consider the position created by the 
suspension of eight workers who belong to 
the Workers’ Union of Ireland on Tuesday 
becanse they refised to load a lorry belong- 
ing to a coal merchant in the city. 

After the suspension oí the men an intima 
tion was sent to the Gas Company _ that, 
unless the men were reinatat the union 
would withdraw the labour’of all their mem. 
bers employed at the works. The Board of 
the Gas Company met on Wednesday and 
offered to reinstate the men if they under- 
took to obey all reasonable orders. 

Last night’s meeting discussed the’ matter 
fully, and unanimously agreed to obey orders. 
In accordance, therefore, with the Gas Com- 
pany's statement, the suspended men will be 
reinstated, and ths danger of a strike has 
been averted. 

It was stated that Mr. James Larkin had 
communicated to the meeting that an under- 
taking had been given by the Coal Merchants’ 
Association that their lorries would not be 
sent to the Gas Works, and that what the 
men objected to was not so much to load 
lorries as to do so while police were in 
charge of the vehicles. 

The National Executive Council] of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union state 
that it is incorrect to say that all the 
employés of the Dublin and Alliance Gas Co. 
are members of the Workers’ Union of Ire- 
land, and that, in fact, a large percentage of 
them, including many of the most important 
workmen employed in the works, are members 
of the Transport Workers’ Union. 

COAL DELIVERIES IMPROVING. 

A further improvement was reported in the 
Dublin coal dispute yesterday. The Coal 
Merchants’ Association made deliveries to 
many of their customers, and the numbers of 
carters employed in this work is . increasing 
daily. The Transport Workers’ Union state 
that they are in a position to fill the places 
of the Workers’ Union men, and will con- 
tinue to do so as long as the latter refuse to 
work with their members. 

Members of the Workers’ Union of Ireland 
were under the impression that the employers 
would not be able to carry on without them, 
and that the Union could prevent the cartage 
of coal through the streets. The result of 
the strike in the coal yards har been the 
unemployment 6f a number of men, while the 
delivery of coal is being made in spite of the 
efforts to prevent it. 

MILKMEN STRIKERS. 

As ards the strike of employés in a 
number of dairies in and around Dublin, be- 
eause the Dairy Proprietors’ Association 
declined. to take part in a conference having 
for its object the stabilisation of wages, 
there was no change yesterday. 

The Ministry of Industry and Commerce is 
interesting itself in the matter, and is 
arranging a conference for next week between 
the Dublin Cowkeepers’ and Dairy Proprie- 
tors’ Association and the Dairy Section of the 
Irish Transport and General Workers’ Union. 
It is hoped that the conference will effect a 
settlement of the dispute. 

In addition to the stabilisation of wages 
the men are demanding a collective agreement 
as against individual agreements.

M. CAILLAUX ON THE 
FRENCH DEBT, 


HARDEST 'TASK IN 
WASHINGTON,

M. Caillaux has returned to Paris from 
London, but he refused to make any 
further statement regarding his conversa- 
tions with Mr. Churchill. on the French 
war debt pending the special meeting of 
the Cabinet, which took place last night. 

He admitted, howe-er, his satisfaction 
at the result obtained in London, ani 
expressed appreciation of the conciliatory 
attitude he found in Great Britain. He 
added that they were “not out of the 
wood yet,” and that his hardest task 
would be in Washington. | 


AMERICAN VIEWS. 
WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

Mr. Winston, Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury, discussing the Anglo-French debt 
negotiations, declares that the American Debt 
Commission would obviously have to consider 
the amount France proposed to pay to Great 
Britain in analysing France s ability to pay 
here. 

He was of the opinion that, while the 
relations of the United States Government to 
the nations owing it money were simply those 
of a creditor, the relations among the Allied 
debtors and creditors were more or less 
complicated by various European considera- 
tions. 

The Treasury would insist, he stated, upon 
the French debt being treated ‘‘éxactly like 
any other foreign debt,” and would ask for 
payment of the entire principal and interest, 
but he would not predict the total that could 
be collected from France. He expected that 
the negotiations would begin about Septem- 
bee 24. 

He also expressed the belief that Latvia 
would soon offer agceptable terms for the 
funding of her indebtedness. 

Senator Smoot, who, like Mr. 
a member of the Debt Commission, 
that the Anglo-French negotiations would not 
influence the American attitude to France. 
This Government's. interest rate, he aads, 
has been fixed at three and a half per cent 

Mr. Swanson, of the Senate Foreigu 
Relations Committee, says that he is opposed 
to any intermingling of debt settlements, 
declarmg that ''the London agreement can 
have no bearing upon the debts owed this 
country.’’—(Reuter.) 


PARIS OPINION, 
PARIS, Thursday. 

After a perusal of the Paris evening papers 
French opinion may be summed up by sayi: 
that satisfaction is expressed at the outcon 
of the Caillaux-Churchill conversations so f 
as they go, though this satisfaction is tem- 
pered by the reserve imposed by the de 
pendence of the Franco-British on the Franco- 
American settlement. 

British generosity is, however, freely ad- 
mitted. At the same time, there is an unani- 
mous insistence on the equality of the demand 
that France shou!d not pay Great BStain and 
America together more than she received from 
Germany. 

The /'emps, after paying a tribute to Mr, 
Churchill's ‘‘sincere effort at conciliation,” 
says guardedly: ‘‘ There is undoubtedly a 
prospect of future agreement, but it remand 
to be seen what turn the negotiations with 
America will take.”’ 

The Journal des Debata souúds the same 
note, remarking: ‘‘ The London conversations 
are only the beginning of-the liquidation cf 
the French foreign debt. The hardest remains 
to be done. —(Reuter.) 


CABIN~T MEETING. 
PARIS, Thursday. 

The members of the Cabinet and the 
Under Secretaries met this evening at the 
Ministry of War, under the Presidency of 
the Prime Minister, M. Painlevé. The meet- 
ing, which began at 9 p.m., did@iot end till 
nearly midnight. M. Caillkux spoke for 
neariy an hour, and when he had finished he 
asked the permission of his colleagues to 
retire, as he was greatly fatigued by his 
ourney. Prior to the departure of the 
Minister of Finance, M. Painlevé thanked 
him cn behalf of the Government for his 
efforts to bring about a measure of agree- 
ment between the British and French points 
of vi--r on the debt question.

Although we had just 210 head of cattle 
more than last week to deal with, scarcely 4 
per cent. to 5 per cent. of the display could 
be classed ieally prime, and most of these 
were secured hy local vietuallers at round 
last day's figures, whilst several commission 
men were in ouest of heavy bullocks for both 
South of England and Scotland, and, although 
wanting them on easier terms, were obliged 
to pay near previous tip-top prices for suit- 
able drafts where met with. Generally best 
run of bullocks and heifers figured at from 
48s. to 52s. per cwt., but for fancy blac s 
and Hereford crosscs there Was more money 
paid here and there which could hardly be 
classed strictly within the average market 
category; in faci, for smal drafts of these 
prices looked to be extraordinarily high, in 
some cases over 55s. per ewt. Useful classes 
of cattle could be purchased inside 44s. to 47s. 
6d. cwi., coarse and inferior animals around 
40s. to 42s. 6d. cwt. Beef cows of good 
quality experienced a better tone, and prices 
were rather improved from the slumpy posi- 
tion oí last week, Nice country, young, fat 
cows made up to 42s. 6d. and 44s. per cwt.. 
useful lots around 40s. per cwt., but mostly 
those trom local dairy yards went at from 
35s. to 38s. per ewt.; old and wasty deserip- 
tions back around, say, 24s. to 25s. per cwt., 
according to character. 
Sheen were a most irregular and dragginz 
trade, and neither shippers nor butchers were 
much in want of them.

The quality of the cattle on exhibition was 
highly meritorious: In some respects it was 
better than at other provincial shows, and 
competition generally was keen. 

In the open class for older shorthorn bulls, 
the reps. of Thomas Carty led with the deep, 
lengthy, strong-ribbed roan two-wear old, 
Clontibret Alchemist, a Butterfly bull, by 
Kilkea Nugget. Mr. J. Lambert was secon 
with the good barrelled red, Count Augusta, 
by the noted Garbity Lifeguard, and out of 
Drumad’s Augusta. A small class for 
gs shorthorn bulls was headed by Mr. 

'. Kehoe's deep ribbed light roan, Straffan 
Lifeguard, by Kilkea Legion, with his well. 
bred, good-ribbed Clontibret Butterfly, a 
winner at New Ross. Mr. R. Eustace, New- 
bawn, was second. 

For bulls of any other breed, Mr. P. Kelly, 
Cleeverstown, led with Juridian, a four-year- 
old Jilt, of wonderful scale and substance. 
that was champion at New Ross, where: he 
was bought from the Earl of Bessborough at 
a substantial figure. At to-day’s show he 
was judged by Mr. Twomey, of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, who subsequently 
awarded him the Fitzgerald Cup for the best 
pure-bred animal in the Show, and also for 
the Beef Producers’ Cup. Colonel Gibbon's 
thick, compact 13 months old Eclipse of Ice- 
court, a youngster of great. promise, was 
second; while Mr. L. Stafford’s lengthy, 
well balanced Bessborough Wrangler, by 
Juridian, was third. 

In open class for shorthorn cows, Mr. P. 
Browne led with the good barrelled roan, 
Undine Duchess, a matron of fine breed type, 
by Marshal Hay. Mr. W. Kinsella’s roan, 
Muckrim Dorothy, by Master Harry, was 
second. 

For dairy cows of any other breed, Mr. G. 
Handcock was first with the shapely Hereford, 
Rose Wreath, by Brampton Elector. Mr. M. 
Doyle, T.D., was second with a grandly- 
framed Aberdeen-Angus. 

For dairy cows other than pure-bred, Mr. 
John Reid was first with a deep, strong-ribbed 
red that gives 16 quarts of milk at a milking. 
Mr. Thomas Donnelly’s polled red and white 
cow was second. In the class for dairy cows, 
any breed or age, Mr. W. Kinsella was first 
with Glenboro’ Promise, a matron with capital 
top and underline, and -well-shaped - udder.
